Lords Proprietors having at their fole charge, fet our 

three Veflels, with a confiderable number of able 

Men; eighteen:Moneths, Victuals, with Cloths, Tools, 
Ammunition, and what elfe was thought neceffary 
for a new Settlement, and continued at this-charge 
to fupply the Collony for divers years after, wintil 
the Inhabitants were able by their own Induftry to 
live of themfelves; in which conditien-they have. 
been for divers years paft, and are arrived to a very. 
great Degree of Plenty. of all forts of Provifions. 
{nfomuch, that moft forts aré already cheaper there, 
than in any other of the Englifh Collonys, and they 
are plentifully enough fupplied with all things from. 
England or other Parts. 

_ Afbly-River, about feven Miles in from the Sea; di-. 
vides it felf into two Branches; the Southermoft re-- 
taining the name of Afbly-River, the North Branch 
is called Cooper-River. In May, 1680. the Lords Pro-. 
prietors fent their Orders to the Government there, 
appointing the Port-Town for thefe two Rivers to.

and when the Wind is not at North-e/t, the wea- 
ther is very mild. So thatthe December and fanuary 
of Afbly-River, lfuppofe to be of the fame Tempe- 
rature with the latter end-of March, and begining 
of April in England, this {mall Winter caufeth a fall

not out of any apprehenfion of danger from them, for 
the Indians have been always fo ingaged in Wars 


one Town or Villageagainft another ( their Govern-._ 
ment being ufually of no greater’extent ) that they-. 
have not fuffered any increafe of People, there having _ 


been feveral Nations in a manner quite extirpated by 


Wars amongft themfelves fince the Exglifo fetled - 
at Afbly River: This keeps them fo thin of people, 


and {o divided,that the Ezg/i/b have not the leaft ap- 


prehenfionsof danger from them:; ‘the Ezgli(b being - 


already too ftrong forallthe/d7ans within five hun- 


dred Miles of thém,ifthey were united, andthis. the . 
Tzdians as well know,that they will never dare to . 


break with the Exglifb, or do an Injury to any par- 


ticular perfon, for fear.of-having it seveng’d upon. 


their whole Nation. . 


The Lords Proprietors doat prefent grant to all : 


perfons that come there to Inhabit as follows, vzz. 


Toeach Matter or Miftrifs of a Family fifty acres, and | 


for every able fon or man fervant they {hall carry or 


caufe to be tranfported intoCarolima fitty acres more, _.. 
and the like foreach Daughter or woman fervantthar _ 
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h child; man or woman fer- 
vant under fixteen years of age, forty acres, and fifty 
acres of Land to cach fervant when out of their time, 
this Land to be injoy’d by them and their Heirs for 

‘ever, they paying a Penny an Acre Quit-rent to the 
Lords Proprietors, the Rent to commence in two years 
after their taking up their Land. But forafinuch as 

-divers perfons whoare already Inhabitants of Carolina, 

-and others that have Intentions to tranfport them- 

felves into that Province, defire not to be cumber’d- 
with paying:of a Rent, and alfo to fecure to. them- . 

delves good large convenient traéts of Land, without 
being tore’d to bring thither a great number of fer- 
Vants at one time ; ‘The Lords Proprietors have been 
Prevail’d upon, and have agreed to fell to thofe who 
havea mindto buy Land,after the rate of fifty pound 
fora Fhoufand Acres, referving a Pepper-Corn per 
annum Rent when demanded. ape 
The way of any ones taking up his Land, duete 
him either by carrying himfelf or fervants into the 
Country, or by purchafing it of the Lords Proprietors, 
Js after this manner : He firft {eeks out a place to his 
mind that isnot already pofleffed by any other, then 
applyes himicl? to the Governour and Proprietors 

_Deputys,and thew whatrights he hath to Land,either 

by Purchate or etherwife ; who thereupon iffue out 
their Warrant to the Surveyor-General to meafure 
him ont a Plantation containing the number of acres 
due tohim; who making Certificate thar he hath — : 
meafur’d out fo much Land and the Bounds, a Deed 
is prepar’d of courfe, which is figned by the Gover- 
nour and the Lords. Proprietors Deputys, and the 
Proprietors Seal affixed to it and Regifter’d, which is 
is agood Conveyance in Law of the Land therein

Country, abounding in health and pleafure, and with:
